No. 33(16)/98-AD.—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (c) of sub-section (2) of section 23 of the Textiles 
Committee Act, 1963 (41 of 1963), the Textiles Co mmi ttee hereby makes the previous sanction of the Central Government, the 
following Regulations further to amend the Textiles Committee’s Employees (Conditions of Service) Regulations, 1971, namely: 

1. Short title and commencement : (1) These Regulations may be called the Textiles Committee’s employees 
(Conditions of Service) Amen dm ent Regulations, 1998. 

2. They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

II. In the Textiles Committee’s Employees (Conditions of Service) Regulations, 1971, for Regulations 13, the following 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

“13 Maximum age: 

The rules and orders issued by the Government of India in respect of the Central Government employees regarding 
maximum retirement age shall apply, mutalis mutandis, to the employees of the Committee also. 

Notwithstanding anything contained in the above, in order to assess, the suitability of the Committee’s empoyees of 
their continued retention in service an annual review will be conducted in the case of officers alter they attain the age of 50 years 
and in the case of other employees after they attain the age of 55 years by an appropriate Departmental Promotion Committee. 
If as a result of such a review, it is proposed to retire any officer before hc/she has attained the superannuation age, a notice of 
not less than three months or pay and allowances in lieu of such notice may be given.’ ’
